DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-5, 8-10 and 34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of a semiconductor device 
structure recited in the base claim (claim 1), including the combination of the structure 
comprising: each function 3-D structure including a non-conductive compliant base 
element, a plurality of reroute traces extending over the surface of the wafer between a 
bond pad and its associated 3-D structure such that each reroute trace is electrically 
connected to one of the bond pads and extends onto the upper surface of the 
associated laterally spaced one of the functional 3-D structures so that the reroute 
trance provides an electrical connection between the bond pad and the upper surface of 
the associated functional 3-D structure and wherein at least some of the selected 3-D 
structures have a great mechanical load-bearing capacity than some of the functional 
3-D structures.
